In cases where the parents were unable to pay the entire 
cost, it might be that the local Red Cross would assist. 

In June three pupils were graduated from the eighth 
grade, namely, Avis Colby and Doris Stone at Corser Hill 
School, and Laurence Gordon at the Putney Hill School. 

Standard tests given during the year show that the pupils 
compare favorably in training in the fundamentals with 
those of other towns. History books for use in the dif- 
ferent grades were purchased. 

During the summer of 1927 the building at Putney Hill 
was greatly improved by the elimination of cross lighting. 
Additional windows were put in on the left of the pupils, 
and those on the right were closed. A jacket was put on 
the stove, and ventilation added. This gives a much better 
distribution of heat for the room. The chimney was also 
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altered and the stovepipe shortened to improve the draft 
and prevent the stove from smoking. The building was 
painted inside and out, and greatly improved in appearance. 

The shed door and the inside door of the schoolroom need 
to be repaired, and there is great need of better blackboards. 

At Corser Hill repairs are needed on the chimney. The 
schoolroom should also be painted. 

It has been a real pleasure to us to assist the board in its 
endeavors’ to improve the schools of the district. The 
teachers also have been loyal and cooperative. In conclusion 
we wish to thank all concerned in the work of the schools 
for their interest and support.
